Calls for Service:
There were 186 calls for service for this month.

Offense / Incident Report Activity:

07/03/2020 Officer Llanes was dispatched to the 600 block of N. La Grange in reference to a two-vehicle
accident. A Chevrolet pickup struck a Kia sedan. There was minor damage to the vehicles and no injuries
reported. Both vehicles were able to be driven off the scene.

07/09/2020 Officer George and Sgt. A. Pritchard assisted Fayette County Sheriff’s Office with a loose
pony on FM 2762. Numerous calls were received about the pony almost being struck by passing
vehicles. Assisting in the capture of the pony were several local residents. The owner was located and
able to remove the pony without incident.

07/10/2020 Sgt. M. Pritchard and Officer Stansberry were dispatched to the 700 block of N. La Grange
for a subject that called 911 advising that he was on drugs and needed help. Officers arrived shortly
afterward, to discover that the subject had been acting very erratically, to the point that he had scared
the clerks and then took two beer bottles and broke the top glass to one of the entry ways to the
establishment. The subject was then placed under arrest and transported to the Fayette County Jail.

07/15/2020 Sergeant A. Pritchard was contacted by a female subject advising that she was walking
around town earlier in the day with other females when they noticed that a vehicle seemed to be
following them. The female was advised that if she or anyone else felt that someone was following them
to please call Fayette County Dispatch immediately so an officer could be dispatched to their location to
investigate the matter.



07/16/2020 Sergeant M. Pritchard was dispatched to the 1400 block of FM 609 for a hit and run crash
that occurred in Colorado County. Sergeant Pritchard contacted both parties involved in the crash and
advised them that a Texas Department of Public Safety Trooper would be meeting them to take a
report. No further incident reported.

07/18/2020 Officer George was dispatched to the 500 block of E. North Main St. in reference to a male
subject that appeared to be having a problem and needed to speak to an officer. Contact was made with
the male subject and he was given a ride to his home. Shortly after arriving at the subjects home the
officer spoke to him and his brother about a civil matter that they needed help with. Officer George
explained that it was indeed a civil matter and contacting the Justice of the Peace would be the best way
to resolve it. The officer continued with his patrol duties and no further incident was reported.

07/19/2020 While on Patrol, Officer Llanes, could hear very loud music and yelling coming from a home
off South Penn street. Officer Llanes located the people that were yelling and stepped out with them to
see if they were okay. They advised they were just having a party and he spoke to them about keeping
the music down and not being so loud as to not disturb the neighbors. They agreed and the officer
continued with his patrol duties.

07/20/2020 Sergeant A. Pritchard was traveling north on FM 609 when she observed a tractor trailer
combination that had broken down at the 661 westbound exit. The driver stated that he was getting
towed by someone at any minute and would be out of the roadway as soon as possible. A few minutes
later Sgt. Pritchard and the Flatonia City crew helped with traffic control as he was towed out of the exit
ramp to a safer location.

07/20/2020 Officer Stansberry received a report from a Flatonia Resident about a scam. The resident
stated that a male subject called her pretending to be a police officer with a local law enforcement
agency and advised her that her social security and Medicaid information was being used illegally. The
subject then began asking for personal information from the resident. She said it just didn’t seem right
and felt she had to report it. Officer Stansberry advised her to never give any personal information to
anyone over the phone specially if they call asking for it. The resident did the right thing by reporting it
to the local law enforcement agency.

07/21/2020 Chief Dick and Officer Kucera responded to a call about some loose dogs that bit someone
at the 800 block of Walnut St. Contact was made with a female subject that explained the dogs were her
sons and he was asleep. Shortly after her son stepped out to speak to the officers about the incident. As
per standard operating procedures his information was ran through Fayette County Dispatch at which
time the officers were informed that the male subject had several warrants out for his arrest. He was
placed under arrest and transported to the Fayette County Jail.

07/22/2020 Officers Llanes and Alexander executed a felony arrest warrant for Aggravated Sexual
Assault of a Child, a 1% degree felony. The male subject was placed under arrest and transported to the
Fayette County Jail.



07/22/2020 Officer George assisted Deputy Smith with the Fayette County Sheriff’s Office during a
pursuit located on IH-10. The vehicle exited at the 661 westbound Flatonia exit, turned south on FM
609, then made a U-turn back to the westbound frontage. It continued westbound getting back on IH-10
west. However, prior to the vehicle getting back on IH-10 the occupants threw two high powered rifles
into the grass at Highway 95 and westbound frontage close to where Flatonia city crew was located
conducting a job. The vehicle came to a stop at mile marker 660 IH-10 west where a felony stop was
conducted. Both occupants were placed under arrest without further incident and transported to the
Fayette County Jail. The two rifles were secured by Officer George and turned over to the Sheriff’s
Office.

07/25/2020 Officer Kucera assisted a Texas Department of Public Safety Trooper with a one vehicle
accident at the 660-mile marker. The driver stated that he lost control of the vehicle as it was raining
and ended up in the median. The occupants of the vehicle were not injured but the vehicle was not able
to be driven away. The next rotation tow truck was dispatched to the scene and the officer returned to
his patrol duties.

07/25/2020 Sergeant M. Pritchard and Officer Kucera came up on a vehicle that was stalled on the
frontage road by a local convenience store. The driver advised the officers that his transmission was not
working properly, and he broke down before arriving at the store. The vehicle was placed in the neutral
position and the officers assisted by pushing the vehicle into the convenience store and out of the
roadway to a safe location.

07/30/2020 Chief Dick responded to Flatonia Family Clinic to assist Fayette County EMS with a male
patient that was complaining of difficulty breathing. The patient was on oxygen provided by the health
clinic staff, while he waited for medic 2 to arrive at the location. The patient was transported by Fayette
County Medic 2 to Austin Heart Hospital.

Code Enforcement

- Officers contacted the owner of the inoperable vehicle that has been the subject of multiple
ongoing complaints. After speaking with the owner voluntary compliance was obtained and
the vehicle has now been disposed of permanently.

- Following complaints about illegal signs being posted on utility poles in the right of way, our
officers have been removing and disposing of the signs and are going to contact the subject(s)
to attempt to resolve the situation permanently.

- Officers have been engaged in ongoing efforts to resolve issues related to the cars parked on
highway 90 in front of the old El Gallo Restaurant. Approximately six of these vehicles have
now been removed and efforts are ongoing to completely resolve the situation.

- Complaints were received about tall grass and weeds that were creating a hazard at an
intersection because they blocked the view of oncoming traffic. The owner of the property
lives in Houston. A Flatonia city crew resolved the issue this time, but a letter of compliance
was sent out and ultimately the city should consider steps to recover costs from the owner.



- Officers contacted the occupants of a home located at the 100 block of Hackberry in reference
to complaints about tall grass and weeds. Voluntary compliance was obtained, and the issue
was resolved.

- Efforts to conduct field-based/hands-on training have been hampered by the ingoing COVID
pandemic however supervisors are providing direct feedback and coaching following the
solution of actual calls.

- Several officers have been working to obtain their intermediate peace officer licenses and in the
last month several of the required courses have been completed. One course that requires
classroom attendance is tentatively scheduled for December of this year and the officers who
need this mandatory course have been placed on the roster to attend.

- In ongoing efforts to support other city departments all officers were directed to complete the
state required Court Security Officer course and obtain this certification. This will allow any
officer in the department to assist the Flatonia Municipal Court by performing bailiff and
security functions.

- Multiple additional training and continuing education hours have been completed in support of
existing certifications and in compliance with state peace officer licensing requirements.



- Three Officers had not completed the state mandated body worn camera class; all officers have

now completed this training that is required before a body worn camera can be utilized.

Agenda Item: Consider and take appropriate action on the bid award for 2019-2020
TxCDBG Water & Wastewater Improvements Contract #7219150.

Background: The City of Flatonia solicited bids for the installation of approximately
1600 linear feet of 8” water line and 1340 linear feet of 6” wastewater line located in
the alley from Converse to Hudson Street (located between N. Main and 7t Street.)
This project was advertised in the Flatonia Argus on June 18™ and June 25%, 2020,
and bid opening occurred on July 7, 2020. The project was bid with alternates which
limited scope of work due to limited grant funding, however the City received a total
of six (6) bids with base bids ranging from $206,326 to $528,672. Total base bids plus
alternates ranged from $273,995.50 to $794,249, with Supak Construction as the
apparent qualified low bidder.

Fiscal Impact: Funding for this project by way of TxCDBG grant allocation is $248,000.
The apparent low bid including all alternate bid items as submitted by Supak
Construction, Inc. is estimated at $273,995. Grant and project administration costs are
$9,250. S$35,245 in budgeted funds are included within the FY 21 Economic
Development Budget scheduled for adoption in September 2020 to make up the
remaining balance.

The bid opening for the City of Flatonia 2019-2020 TxCDBG Water & Wastewater
Improvements was held on Tuesday, July 7, 2020. The project includes the installation of
approximately 1600 linear feet of 8 inch water line and 1340 linear feet of 6 inch wastewater line
located in the alley from Converse to Hudson Street (between N. Main St. and 7t St).

The bid advertisement was provided to multiple contractors and plan rooms. The project was
-also advertised to bid in the Flatonia Argus on 6/18/20 and 6/25/20. The City received six (6)
bids for the project with the base bid ranging from $206,326.25 to $528,672. The base bid
project ended the water and wastewater improvements on the immediate west side of SH 95.
Additional alternate bid items were bid and tabulated as follows:

e AA1- AA12 - 6" Wastewater to Station 13+40 (Additional 300 feet of wastewater line)
e AA13 - AA33 - 8" Water line to Hudson (Additional 420 feet of water line)

Additive alternate bid items AA1 — AA33 allow for full completion of the CDBG project as
currently specified in the grant. The total base bid plus additive alternates AA1 — AA33 ranged
from $273,995.50 to $794,249.00. After reviewing the pricing, the lowest responsible base bid :
and the base bid plus additive alternates AA1 — AA33 was submitted by Supak Construction,
Inc. in the amount of $206,326.25 and $273,995.50 respectively. The grant budget for
construction was $248,000.

BEFCO recommends that the City of Flatonia award the contract, in the amount of $273,995.50
(Total Base Bid Items Nos. 1 - 48 Plus Additive Alternate Bid ltems Nos. AA1 - AA33), to
Supak Construction, Inc. Per the bid documents, work is to commence within 10 days after
the date of written notice to the contractor to commence work.

Request for Zoning Change from R-3 to R-2

This property was originally zoned as R-1. In 2011, the property owner at the time
came before the Planning and Zoning Commission with a request to change the
zoning of this property from R-1 to R-3 with the reason being an anticipated sale of
the property to adjoining property owners who were zoned R-3 and operating
manufactured home parks. At the time the rezone made sense if the property was
intended for purchase and continued use as an extension of the existing parks,
however the sale to adjacent landowners fell through after the request for rezone
had been granted. The lot size of this property on its own is not large enough to
accommodate a manufactured home park to be developed on site in accordance
with current zoning.

The current property owner is Emilio Romero. Mr. Romero recently came to city hall
to inquire about placing a single manufactured home on the lot as a home for his
family. With the current R-3 zoning, this property allows a manufactured home park
to be developed however lot size restricts this development. Current zoning does not
allow the placement of a double-wide manufactured home by itself. The applicant is
requesting the property be rezoned as R-2, which would allow the placement of a
manufactured home. This request was appropriately noticed with a publication in
the Flatonia Argus and notices mailed to surrounding property owners with an
opportunity to respond. One comment was received and is attached. A public
hearing was held on August 3™, 2020 and subsequent consideration by the Planning
and Zoning Commission who voted in unanimous approval to recommend this



project for Council consideration. This rezone would not constitute a “spot zone” as
the property to the west of N Walnut is already zoned as R-2.

Pursuant to Texas Tax Code 26.04 (e) the designated office or employee must submit
the no-new-revenue and voter approval tax rates to the city council by August 7, or
as soon thereafter as practicable. This information is required to be posted to the
City’s website in the form prescribed by the Comptroller. Attached is the letter from
the Fayette County Appraisal District forwarding the No-New-Revenue and the Voter
Approval rates for the City of Flatonia. The budget drafted assumes revenues based
on the proposal to adopt an ad valorem rate of $0.3150/5$100 of property valuation
which is consistent with the rate from FY 19-20.

With this rate, the City has a projected fund balance of $15,979 which was increased
based upon the raise in assessed value of the City. Although the tax rate is proposed
to remain consistent, the assessed valuation of the City of Flatonia raised 9.85% from
$102,240,843 in FY19-20 to $112,313,801 in FY20-21.

The No New Revenue tax rate for the tax year is $0.3148/5100 of property valuation
and the Voter Approval Rate is $.3157/5100 of property valuation. The planned ad
valorem tax rate for the City’s FY20-21 budget exceeds the No New Revenue Rate
but is less than the Voter Approval Rate.
